Western Hllinois University/UPI, Local 4100, IFT-AFT, AFL-CIO, Case No. 2021-CA-
0009-C (ORAL ARGUMENT ON INJUNCTIVE RELIEF REQUEST)

On behalf of UPI, Local 4100, IFT-AFT, AFL-CIO was Attorney Stephen Yokich on
presentation of oral argument. On behalf of Western Illinois University was Attorney Roy
Davis on presentation of oral argument.

General Counsel Strizak issued oral argument guidelines. Stephen Yokich argued the case
before the Board on behalf of the movant Union. Roy Davis argued the case before the
Board on behalf of the University. Counsel Yokich for the Union presented a rebuttal
argument before the Board. Board members Shayne and Sered posed questions to counsels
for the parties and a discussion ensued.



Eastern Illinois University/UPI, Local 4100, IFT-AFT, AFL-CIO, Case No. 2021-CA-
0010-C General Counsel Strizak reported that the parties had indicated to her prior to the
meeting that they had reached a tentative agreement to resolve the dispute, that they would
not appear for oral argument, and the Board struck consideration of this case from the
agenda.

DeBerry/Chicago Board of Education, Case No. 2020-CA-0017-C

Board member Sered called the case. The case is before the Board on exceptions to an
Executive Director’s Recommended Decision and Order. General Counsel Strizak
presented the case and recommended that the Board affirm the Executive Director’s
Recommended Decision and Order. After discussion, the Board directed the General
Counsel to draft an opinion and order in accordance with her memo.

Thereafter, Board
member Sered motioned the Board to petition the circuit court for injunctive relief
under Section 16(d) of the Act, and Board member Shayne seconded the motion. The
Board passed the motion unanimously, by a roll call vote.
